MIDDLE BROTHER enters the stud at 
Claiborne Farm for the 1962 season. The 
son of Hill Prince and the top stakes 
producer Alablue was one of the leading 
3-year-olds of 1959. In a two-month 
period in New York, Middle Brother ran 
in five stakes, won three of them and lost 
one by a head to Waltz and the Travers 
by a half-length to Sword Dancer. Middle 
Brother retires with earnings of $119,544. 


It was only July 25 at Jamaica in the 
1346-mile Dwyer Handicap that Middle 
Brother nearly caught the pace maker 
Waltz (he missed by just a head) with 
Hoist Away, Bagdad, Imon, etc., trailing. 
He moved to Saratoga fcr his next effort 
and started in, the 1%-mile Bernard 


dad for the first mile, then took over 
in the final furlong to win in 1:49—a 
new track record by four-fifths of a sec- 
ond. 


It was Sword Dancer next. In the 1%4- 
mile Travers Stakes, Nimmer set the 
early pace with Middle Brother pushing 
him for the first mile. With a furlong to 
go Nimmer was through and Middle 
Brother was in the lead. Used rather 
severly during the early running Middle 
Brother drifted out and Sword Dancer 
went ahead to win by a half-length. 


Middle Brother reappeared at the new 
Aqueduct in the middle of September to 
contest the Discovery Handicap at 1% 


pushed the leader (Demobilize) and then 
took over to win by 3% lengths from 
Demobilize and Intentionally, 


Middle Brother next went after the 15% 
mile Lawrence Realization four days 
later . it was no contest as Middle , 
Brother dominated the race from going 
into the far turn to the finish. He won 
by four easy lengths from Polylad. At 
the end of the year Middle Brother was 
weighted at 122 Ibs. on The Blood-Horse 
Handicap for 3-year-olds—among the 
highweights for the year. A quarter 
crack ended his career but not until he 
had proved he had enough early speed to ' 
stay out of trouble, stamina to go any 
distance required—an ideal combination

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NEWS OR NOT 


The Biq Week-End 
Members of the Florida Thoroughbred 


Breeders’ Association had a_ rousing 
week-end. On Friday night, September 29, 
there was a dinner in Ocala in honor of 
Marion County State Senator L. K. Ed- 
wards and_ Representatives William 
O’Neill and William Chappell. On Satur- 
day members and guests went to Gaines- 
ville for the University of Florida-Florida 
State University football game, and on 
Sunday visitors were taken on a tour of 
Ocala’s Thoroughbred nurseries. Attend- 
ance was even greater than the FTBA 
had anticipated. Grant A. Dorland, in a 
note to The Blood-Horse, wrote, “We are 
in a lather here... What we thought 
would be an intimate gathering at which 
we would honor [the Ocala legislators] 
has turned into a rout with about 150 
diners at the dinner tonight .. .” 


They Said It 


James E. Fitzsimmons, on training: “I 
am not training horses any more. I don’t 
know what you would call it. Try and 
get a groom to rub a horse dry. Try 
and get them to bring their paraphernalia 
to the track, rub and blanket horses 
after exercise, and walk them afternoons. 
The congestion of horses, short training 
hours, and wage-and-hour laws have 
made it impossible to train horses as 
they should be trained . . . Some of the 
horses are not very well broken when 
they come to the races nowadays, and 
some of the jockeys would have trouble 
getting them to the post without a lead 
pony. In the old days, there were no 
ponies. A rider had to get his horse to 
the barrier all by himself, and some- 
times they had been touched up.” — Daily 
Racing Form. 


Bill Shoemaker. on young jockeys: “If 
I was one of these young kids riding 
here (in New York). and couldn't get 
any mounts. I would go to a small track. 
There a young rider gets plenty of work 
and experience. In New York the rich 
owners can’t afford to experiment with 
young riders when they've got so many 
name riders available at the same fee.” 


Pete Bostwick. on the future of 
steeplechasing: “It is a spectacular sport 
... It should be one of the best years 
in history.

And Still Champion 


New York. Kelso won the Woodward 
Stakes with such authority as to remove 
the last question concerning his status as 
champion for the second year in succes- 
sion. 

The Woodward was a crucial engage- 
ment for Mrs. Richard C. du Pont’s home- 
bred gelding. Another loss. after his first 
lapse of the year in the Washington Park 
Handicap, would have tarnished his repu- 
tation as the best race horse in America: 
and if the winner had been the 3-year-old 
Carry Back. even previous successes in 
the Metropolitan, Suburban, and Brook- 
lyn could not have counterbalanced 
the defeat. Therein lay the first ele- 
ment of a suspenseful story and 
Belmont Park got a lot of mileage 
out of it in the nation’s press. with 
the result that 40.212 turned out in 
rather cool weather to watch Kelso 
defend his crown. 

Kelso was a 1-to-2 choice to win 
the weight-for-age event which in 
a few years (the inaugural running 
was in 1954) has -become the most 
decisive race of the fall season. 
Carry Back, attempting to emulate 
Traffic Judge and Sword Dancer, 
the only 3-year-olds to win the race. 
was second choice at 4 to 1, and 
Tompion was third in preference at 
6 to 1. The other contestants were 
Whodunit and Divine Comedy. 

The race was won at the top of 
the stretch. Divine Comedy, pressed 
rather closely by Kelso, turned in 


880 


quarters of :2315, :23, :2345. and :2444, 
making a mile in 1:3445. Divine Comedy’s 
margin at the quarter-pole was a head; 
at the eighth-pole he already was 3 
lengths behind, and another threat now 
was coming from Carry Back, closing in 
his customary fashion on the outside. 

Divine Comedy’s margin over the young- 
er horse was about 4 lengths in mid- 
stretch. But the Llangollen Farm runner 
was bushed. Carry Back bore down hard 
in the last yards, but Divine Comedy held 
second place by a half-length. Carry Back 
finished a neck in front of Whodunit. 


KELso 


which led Tompion by an estimated 6 
lengths.. 

Kelso’s margin at the finish was 8 
lengths. His time was an even 2 minutes, 
equaling the disputed mark set by Whisk 
Broom II in 1913 (see opposite page). 

Eddie Arcaro, who had ridden Kelso in 
his last 12 races, said: “Who would 
dream he could do it so easily? I never 
really busted into this horse today; I just 
tapped him on the shoulder a few times 
leaving the half-mile-pole. I wasn’t going 
to let that horse on the lead (Divine Com- 
edy) get away. This is one of the greatest 
horses I have ever ridden.” 

When he was informed that Kelso 
had equaled the 48-year-old track 
record, Arcaro said. “Heck, if some- 
body had told me at the sixteenth- 
pole. I would have tapped him a 
few times to make him run faster.” 

Arcaro was kidding. of course. 
Divine Comedy’s time for a_ mile, 
1:3445. equaled the track record 
for the distance. held jointly by 
Count Fleet and Bless Bull. Kelso, 
at this point. was only a head be- 
hind. 

Trainer Carl H. Hanford. accept- 
ing toasts in the trustees’ room, said 
that Kelso would run next in the 2- 
mile Jockey Club Gold Cup on Oc- 
tober 21. then possibly in the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International, 114 
miles. on November 11. 

Jack Price. of the Carry Back 
team. took the defeat with his cus- 
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tomary good sportsmanship, though he 
must have been keenly disappointed. He 
had managed Carry Back superbly. but 
his only chance of gaining horse-of-the- 
year honors had backfired. 


“Kelso’s the champ.” he said. “I’m hap- 
py he won it—and I don’t want to hook 
him again this season.” 

Not even in the International ? 

“Carry Back will be warming up in 
the bullpen in the event that injury pre- 
vents Kelso from running.” 

Price still had the best of the season’s 
3-year-olds. Even if the crop was a mod- 
est one, this was no mean triumph. 

Mrs. du Pont was delighted with 
Kelso’s performance, but she was under- 
standably cautious where the gelding’s 
future was concerned. “He is not going 
to any of the winter tracks and. in fact. 
I don’t know what we shall do with him 
him next year.” she told newsmen. “I 
think I can guess what sort of weight he 
would have to carry in the handicaps. . . . 
I am not going to take chances of hurting 
Kelso.” 

Looking ahead in the best tradition of 
horse racing, Mrs. du Pont said. “I shall 
have a half-brother to Kelso among the 


2-year-olds next season, a *Princequillo 
colt called Quillso.” 


Background of a Champion 


Kelso, first foal of the good race mare 
Maid of Flight. by Count Fleet, was born 
on April 4, 1957, at Claiborne Farm, Paris. 
Ky. Mrs. du Pont offered him for sale 
early in his 2-year-old season, and_al- 
though the price was modest, buyers were 
hesitant to trust his soundness. His cam- 
paign that year consisted of 3 races. all 
in September at Atlantic City; he won 
once, was twice second. 

From June to late October. 1960. Kelso 
won the Choice Stakes, the Jerome and 
Discovery Handicaps, and the Lawrence 
Realization, Hawthorne Gold Cup. and 
Jockey Club Gold Cup. and was defeated 
only in the Arlington Classic. He was 
unanimously selected as horse-of-the-year. 

Stiflle trouble delayed his return to 
the races this year, but. beginning on May 
19 he won 5 consecutive races, including 
the Metropolitan, Suburban. and Brook- 
lyn Handicaps. and the Whitney Stakes. 
His only defeat before the Woodward was 
in Chief of Chiefs’ Washington Park 
Handicap. 

Kelso last year was described by most 
observers as a_plain-looking individual. 
a bit on the small side. Such terminology 
is no longer adequate to describe the now 
impressive physique of the champion. 
He stands about 16 hands. and the parts 
which last year were wanting in flesh 
have filled out admirably. A winner al- 
ways looks good, of course, but in Kelso’s 
case it is something more than that.

When Kelso galloped through the 
long stretch at Belmont Park to win 
the Woodward Stakes by 8 lengths, 
he equaled the questionable 48-year- 
old track record of 2:00, officially 
credited to Whisk Broom II in the 
1913 Suburban Handicap. 

Racing, had been revived that year 
in New York after a 2-year blackout. 
and the late Harry Payne Whitney 
had returned the 6-year-old Whisk 
Broom II from England, where the 
horse had been sent as a_ yearling. 

Less than 3 weeks after Whisk 
Broom II arrived in New York in 
1913, he easily won the Metropolitan 
Handicap at Belmont Park, under top 
weight of 126 pounds. For the Brook- 
lyn Handicap he carried 130 pounds 
and won again, conceding 24 pounds 
to the second horse. The late W. S. 
Vosburgh then gave Whisk Broom II 
an assignment of 139 pounds for the 
Suburban Handicap—up_ to that 
time the highest weight ever carried 
in an important handicap in the U.S. 
Coupled with his stablemate Night- 
stick (3. 95 pounds). Whisk Broom 
Il went off at 1 to 2. Nightstick made 
the pace. and Whisk Broom II took 
over on the final turn. Through the 
stretch he was hard pressed by Lahore 
(112). but he won by a _ half-length. 
length. 

In The Blood-Horse of May 3, 1947. 


Two Minutes 1n History 


Salvator (the late John L. Hervey) 
wrote: . the moment the time 
went up—2:00 flat—there were cries 
of dissent. and large numbers of Turf- 
men, who had been holding their 
watches on the race, as well as the 
timer for Daily Racing Form’s official 
charts. immediately registered pro- 
tests. None of them had got anything 
within about 3 seconds of 2:00, the 
majority of their watches showing 
2:0235 to 2:0244, with a few slightly 
faster... The protestors also called 
to notice the fact that at the start 
the man with he flag had been unduly 
slow in dropping it and did not do so 
until the horses were past him.” 

The official timer was unmoved, 
however, and the stewards supported 
his stand. The matter was referred to 
August Belmont, the “dictator of rac- 
ing.” who ordered acceptance of the 
record. 

The official fractional times of the 
1913 Suburban Handicap were :24, 
24715. 1:12. 1:3644, 2:00. as compared 
with :2315, :4614, 1:10, 1:3444, 2:00 
for Kelso’s Woodward Stakes. Thus 
Whisk Broom II was credited with 
running the last quarter of the 1913 
Suburban in 231% seconds, whereas 
Kelso ran the final quarter of the 
Woodward in 251% seconds. As Salva- 
tor pointed out, the final quarter in 
:2315, was “unbelievable.” 


Wuisk Broom II, Joe Notrer Up 
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Jaipur's Cowdin 


New York. Two days after Kelso put 
his seal on horse-of-the-year title 
(page 880), George D. Widener’s Jaipur 
indicated that he wished to reopen nego- 
tiations for the 2-year-old crown. 

Jaipur’s race in the 7-furlong Cowdin 
Stakes was excellent. He won in 1:22%5. 
equaling Warfare’s record for the Cow- 
din at its present distance and did it 
decisively, by a_half-length over Mrs. 
Herbert Herff’s promising Obey. Sir Gay- 
lord was a neck farther back in third 
place.

The Cowdin reaffirmed the ability of 
Jaipur to defeat Sir Gaylord. In each of 
their last 3 encounters the *Nasrullah 
colt had finished in front of the sum- 
mertime champion. Their next meeting 
probably will be in the one-mile Cham- 
pagne Stakes, on October 14 at Aqueduct. 

The entry of Jaipur and his late-run- 
ning stablemate Endymion was favored 
at 1.05 to 1 over Sir Gaylord, 2.55 to 1. 
Obey, close second to the undefeated 
Ridan in the Washington Park Futurity, 
was third choice at 7.05 to 1, and from 
there the odds jumped to 13.5 to 1 on 
California’s Donut King. 

The West Coast runner, a son of De- 
termine, set the pace for 6 furlongs, and 
in mid-stretch he had a_ half-length ad- 
vantage over Obey, which had a length 
on Jaipur. Sir Gaylord was in fourth 
place, another length farther back. Then 
the order changed. 

Jaipur, driving on the outside, gained 
the lead at the sixteenth-pole and pulled 
away. Obey clung to second place by a 
neck, but Sir’ Gaylord’s charge carried 
him a length and a half in front of the 
fading Donut King. C. T. Chenery’s colt 
had not gained appreciably on the win- 
ner, however. 

Jaipur, foaled April 8, 1959, at Wide- 
ner’s Old Kenney Farm, Lexington, was 
the fifth foal and second stakes winner 
out of the Fashion Stakes winner Rare 
Perfume. Before the Cowdin he had won 
the Flash and Hopeful Stakes and had 
been second in Battle Joined’s Saratoga 
Special and in Cyane’s Futurity. 
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Favored Beau Prince was never a major 
factor, and Ambiopoise. coming on well 
at the top of the stretch, won by 2 
lengths from Garwol, another of the 
3-year-olds which has not lived up to his 
2-year-old form. 

Ambiopoise, foaled May 6, 1958. at 
Stoner Creek Stud. Paris. Ky.. was the 
sixth foal of Bull Poise. a half-sister to 
Algasir and Gaga. dam of Tom Fool.

er. Venetian Way, was showing promise 
in Chicago. than a month later, 
Venetian Way won the Prairie State 
Stakes. and on September took 
the Washington Park Futurity in new 
track record time. Brown had a bargain. 

The following spring. He’s a Pistol fin- 
ished second to Sal’s Beau in a division 
of the Lafayette Stakes at Keeneland, and 
then was sent to Churchill Downs, where 
he won the Bashford Manor Stakes 2 
weeks after his older brother took the 
Kentucky Derby. Later in the season He’s 
a Pistol also finished second in a_ divi- 
sion of the Sapling Stakes. and by the 
end of the year he had earned $101.43]. 

This season, after racing in Florida and 
at Keeneland. He’s a Pistol finished a 
poor fourth in the Derby Trial Stakes. 
and Brown decided to withhold him from 
the classics. At the close of the Louisville 
meeting. He’s a Pistol went to Delaware 
Park. where he finished second in the 
Wilmington Handicap and won the Kent 
Stakes. defeating Nashua Blue. Tutank- 
hamen, and 14 others. At Washington 
Park, he finished fourth to Bluescope in 
the Chicagoan Handicap. and at Arlington 
Park he was unplaced in the Arlington 
Classic and the Olympic Handicap. On 
August 25, racing at a distance of 6 fur- 
longs for the first time since May 29, 
He’s a Pistol was beaten a head. At the 
same distance he then won his 3. con- 
secutive victories before the Midwest. 
which raised his earnings to $192,973. 

Venetian Way retired from racing last 
year with total earnings of $359.422, and 
this year he began stud service at Joe 
Metz’s farm near Lexington. 

Venetian Way and He’s a Pistol were 
the first foals of the young Papa Redbird 
mare Firefly. a half-sister to Ky. Colonel 
and Jack’s Jill. This summer at Keene- 
land. Greathouse offered her third foal. 
a yearling filly by Prince John. but a 
formidable set of ringbones discouraged 
the buyers. and she was bid in for $12.- 
000. Greathouse has a weanling brother 
to Venetian Way and He’s a Pistol. and 
Firefly again is believed to be in foal to 
the cover of Royal Coinage. 

Royal Coinage, syndicated last year at 
$25.000 a share. is at L. P. Doherty’s 
Stallion Station. Lexington, where he will 
stand in 1962 at a fee of $5.000 for a 
live foal. He is also represented this 
year by Black Darter. winner of a divi- 
sion of the Jasmine Stakes.

Mrs. Gene Markey on September 25 
brought suit in Fayette County Circuit 
Court to prevent construction of a veter- 
inary hospital across the Versailles Road 
from Calumet Farm.

With Ridan awaiting the firing iron 
in Lexington, Cyane sidelined by a 
hairline fracture, and Sir Gaylord 
beaten into third place in the Cowdin 
Stakes, Winbert F. Mulholland is sit- 
ting in the catbird seat. In George D. 
Widener’s Jaipur the 78-year-old train- 
er has the current pretender to year- 
end honors in his age division. 

Born in Lexington in 1883. Bert Mul- 
holland began his career. at the age of 
16 as an exereise boy for his uncle. 
W. C. (Farmer Bill) Scully. He rode 
a few races. and at Saratoga in 1901 
he broke his maiden on Little Daisy— 
beating a 1-to-3 favorite named Scurry. 
Mulholland later owned a few horses 
and did some training, and in 1923 he 
joined the Widener stable. serving first 
as an exercise boy and later as assistant 
trainer under the late Andrew Jackson 
Joyner. 

In 1926 he was sent to Hialeah Park 
with a division of the stable, and on 
January 23 he saddled his first winner. 
when Widener’s Lanius was_ placed 
first upon the disqualification of Old 
Slip. At the same meeting Mulholland 
saddled his first stakes winner. He had 
won 3 successive races with Harass 
when Widener sold the gelding to the 
Seagram Stable, and Mulholland for 
a time continued to train the horse. 
saddling him for his victory in the 
Daytona Stakes. 

Beginning with the 1931 Demoiselle 
Stakes winner Straightlace. Mulhol- 
land has trained a succession of good 
runners for Widener, including the top 
performers Evening, Jamestown. Sa- 
tion, High Fleet, Eight Thirty. Rose- 
town, Your Chance, Lucky Draw. Rare 
Perfume, Battlefield, Evening Out. 
Rare Treat, and Evening Glow.

They also had stock 
company plays between movies, and 
sometimes I would pinch hit as an 
extra on stage. carrying a spear or 
something. Show business? I finally 
decided there’s no business like race 
business.” 
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between the association and track man- 
agements the coming Florida racing sea- 
son. A new Florida law requires each 
state track to offer an average of one race 
daily in which Florida-bred horses are 
given preference. Farrell also will assist 
Florida breeders in the registration of 
foals. 

A resident of Forida since 1929, Farrell 
has had extensive racing experience. He 
has been a jockey, stable agent. and jock- 
ey agent. As a racing official he had 
served as entry clerk, patrol judge. plac- 
ing judge. paddock judge. steward, and 
racing secretary. In 1961 Farrell was as- 
sistant racing secretary at Hialeah Park 
and racing secretary at Hawthorne and 
River Downs. Since 1954. he has compiled 
the annual Blood-Horse Handicaps. 


Suspensions for 6 Months 


The Maryland Racing Commission on 
September 30 suspended trainers Eugene 
E. Weymouth and H. Steward Mitchell 
for 6 months each. The ruling followed 
the hearing of testimony in cases charg- 
ing the men with the use of analgesic 
drugs. 

Breakable. trained by Weymouth. won 
the first race at Fair Hill on September 
16, and urinalysis showed the presence 
of phenylbutazone. Star Hanna, trained by 
Mitchell. won the fourth race at Timoni- 
um on September 4, and urinalysis indi- 
cated prednisone or a related compound. 

Weymouth admitted that he had author- 
ized the use of Butazolidin on Breakable 
because the filly was arthritic. but he 
stated that he did not know that the anal- 
gesic now was banned in Maryland. 
Mitchell’s case was based on the conten- 
tions that prednisone was not adminis- 
tered to Star Hanna, and that the com- 
pound is not a drug. Testimony revealed 
that, after the positive report, Mitchell's 
tack room had been searched and bottles 
of Butazolidin, Azium, and Dr. Bell’s Vet- 
erinary Medical Wonder had been found. 
All 3 are barred in Maryland. 


Bargain Seeker 


Monmouth Park general manager Ed- 
ward J. Brennan on September 30 an- 
nounced that among the early nominees 
to the $50.000-added Sapling Stakes of 
1962 was John M. Olin’s $130.000 Swaps-

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In Sports Illustrated of October 2, Whit- 
ney Tower had a well-written story on the 
growth of the Thoroughbred breeding in- 
dustry in Florida. The interesting article 
mentioned that among the prominent 
breeders and owners who have purchased 
farms in the Ocala area are Leslie Combs 
II and Greentree Farm. For the record, 
neither of these Kentucky breeders has 
any intention of breeding horses in Florida. 
Mr. Combs said he purchased his Florida 
farm strictly as a real estate investment 
and that the farm now is for sale. Green- 
tree has announced previously that its 
farm will be used only to quarter young 
stock during the winter months. 


We also fear that some readers may 
have obtained an erroneous picture of both 
the Kentucky and Florida breeding scenes 
from the statements of Mr. Joe O’Farrell, 
manager of Ocala Stud. In the article Mr. 
O’Farrell was quoted: 


“In Kentucky they don’t like to admit 
that we’re doing something important 
down here. But many of the farms up 
there depleted their own land without 
spending money to restore it. That won’t 
happen here. We have two deep-rooted 
grasses here, Pensacola Bahiagrass and 
pangolagrass, and both are kept well clip- 
ped, because horses prefer them in the lush 
growing state rather than mature. The 
bluegrass of Kentucky is lush in spring 
and fall but lies dormant during the heat 
of summer. In other words, while we’re 
getting our regular rainfall and our grass 
is prospering, Kentucky’s bluegrass is 
being baked.” 

Who are Mr. O’Farrell’s “they”? The 
Thoroughbred breeders of Kentucky often 
have congratulated the Florida breeders 
on their substantial accomplishments in

recent years, and we continue to wish 
them the best of luck. 


Also, we wish Mr. O’Farrell could have 
been more specific about all of the “de- 
pleted” horse farms in Kentucky. The 
agronomists and soil specialists at the 
University of Kentucky, as well as repre- 
sentatives of commercial soil laboratories 
in the Blue Grass, feel that the land in 
Central Kentucky remains, generally, in a 
high state of balanced fertility. In the 
first nine months of 1961, “depleted” Ken- 
tucky farms have sent out 161 winners of 
open stakes races. During this same period 
there were 4 Florida-bred winners of open 
stakes. There were 35 Kentucky-bred 
winners of 2-year-old stakes; and no 
Florida-bred winners of open 2-year-old 
stakes. 


We are happy that Mr. O’Farrell keeps 
his mowing machines busy, but the grass 
also grows high in Kentucky, and we need 
mowing machines too. It is true that 
bluegrass has a dormant period in late 
summer, but in years of usual good rain- 
fall, such as 1961, the dormant period often 
is as short as two or three weeks. Kentucky 
breeders who visited the Ocala area last 
winter did not see any verdant grass there 
during the cooler months. 


The Sports Illustrated article concluded: 
“The move south by good horsemen and 
their valuable stock has a sound basis, and 
the challenge to Kentucky’s supremacy 
may become more serious each year.” We 
wish the Florida breeders well in all of 
their efforts, and only urge anyone who is 
entering racing to get the whole story. 
Remember that in 1961 the stakes winners 
count to date is 161 to 4 in favor of Ken- 
tucky-breds.

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The text presented here represents the approximate substance of an address 
by Dr. M. B. Teigland, of Opa Locka, Fla., president of the American Associa- 
tion of Equine Practitioners, at a meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
ut the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, on the evening of Thursday, September 28. 


Eugene P. Bertin said. “One might say 
education is not to make anything of 
anybody, but simply to open the minds 
of everyone, to go from cocksure igno- 
rence to thoughtful uncertainty.” This 
justifies my presence before this group 
tonight. It is indeed with uncertainty that 
I have analyzed the problems of unsound- 
ness in Thoroughbreds. 

Unsoundness may be classified first on 
the basis of— 


Tissue Involved 


1. Hard Tissue Damage (bone and car- 
tilage). Fractures. periostitis, osteoarth- 
ritis, chondritis are the major forms of 
unsoundness in hard tissue. 

2. Soft Tissue Damage (ligaments, 
tendons, muscles. joint capsules. bursae, 
blood vessels. and nerves). Much of the 
soft tissue damage in the horse is  pre- 
cipitated by damage to the bone struc- 
ture. It is sometimes very difficult to 
evaluate and diagnose the exact extent of 
these injuries, because X-ray can only 
reveal the extent of the bone damage. 

A further classification of unsoundness 
must be made according to the 


Extent of Disability 


1. With complete disability. the animal 
is rendered useless for racing and must 
be taken out of training with hopes of 
effecting a cure. Many of these perma- 
nent disabilities in the past were total 
losses to racing, because no method of 
treatment was known to correct them. 
With the advances that have been made 
in surgery. some of the joint involve- 
ments are now corrected and the horses 
are returned to racing. A good example 
is the fracture of one of the carpal bones. 
Today, fragments are removed or large 
slab fractures are fixed in place with 
vitallium screws. The bowed tendon is 
often thought of as permanent disability. 
and comes in an area of great uncertainty 
as to its repair. Included in this dis- 
ability are conditions too numerous to 
mention. 

2. Partial disability would include the 
majority of the unsound horses in racing 
today. By partial disability, I mean to 
include the many minor inflammations 
that arise in various parts of the anatomy 
in the horse that races frequently. It is 
in this area of treatment that we have 
met with difficulty with governing bodies 
dedicated to protection of the public. 
Anti-inflammatory compounds now avail- 
able are so effective that they correct 
most of these partial disabilities, and 
for this reason are considered by some 
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to be illegal. immoral. and undesirable. 
I am sure that the governing bodies feel 
that their reasons are valid. The advisory 
body from which they draw these con- 
clusions are the chemists employed to 
detect illegal medication. The practitioner 
holds a different view, possibly because 
it is his duty to maintain the soundness 
of his patients. His philosophy is that 
any medication that restores an unsound 
horse to normal is not only valid. but 
excellent therapy. and of economic im- 
portance to the entire industry. Bernard 
Shaw has written: 

“If you do things merely because you 
think some other fool expects you to do 
them, and he expects you to do them be- 
cause he thinks you expect him to expect 
you to do them, it will end in everybody 
doing what nobody wants to do. which is 
in my opinion a silly state of things.” 

Is it possible this describes the “state 
of things” that has arisen? 


Etiology 


In every disease we commonly think 
in terms of treatment. So let’s discuss. 
first, possible causes contributing to  un- 
soundness. 

1. Conformation Defects. It is 
known that horsemen and_ veterinarians 
often predict the type of unsoundness 
that may develop in a horse by analyzing 
his conformation weaknesses. Simple 
examples would be horses with unusually 
long pasterns, crooked formation of any 
portion of the extremities. and so on. 

2. Nutritional Imbalance. We often see 
animals that we describe as_ soft-boned. 
The soft-boned animal develops splints. 
sore shins, carpal bone disease. sesamoid- 
itis, ringbone, ete. At this point it might 
be well to ask ourselves what is a_soft- 
boned horse. If we cannot come up with 
a suitable answer. is it possible the time 
has arrived when we should determine 
what is a soft-boned horse? And does the 
condition arise from nutrition? 

3. Fatigue in Racing or Training. 
There is an interesting theory that IT have 
heard discussed by Dr. Raker and Dr. 
Jenny at the University of Pennsylvania. 
They point cut that with severe fatigue. 
the extremities tend to lose their normal 
angulation when the foot strikes the 
ground, and severe strain is put on joint 
surfaces and on tendons and ligaments. 

4. Track Conditions. Many owners and 
trainers severely criticized race 
tracks as being responsible for breaking 
down many of their horses. It is known 
in veterinary literature that horses can

Tracks and Gracks 


A high incidence of fractures in re- 
cent weeks has led New York train- 
ers to blame casualties on the tracks. 


rather than on the vulnerability of 
young horses. Dr. William O. Reed 


said last week that he had had more 
than 30 fracture cases since the Sara- 
toga meeting closed at the end of 
August. and 3 other Long Island vet- 
erinarians brought to 75 the estimated 
number of fractures in September. 

One of the prominent victims was 
Christiana Stable’s Cyane (*Turn-to— 
Your Game. by *Beau Pere). which 
had beaten Jaipur and Sir Gaylord in 
the Futurity at Belmont Park on Sep- 
tember 16. Cyane was a big. growing 
colt which trainer Henry S. Clark 
had started late and brought up care- 
fully to his first major engagement. 
“The best 2-year-old I’ve ever had,” 
Clark called him. Cyane’s ankle filled 
a week after his Futurity victory, and 
radiographs revealed a_ hairline frac- 
ture in the off fore ankle. Clark 
thought the injury was sustained in 
the Futurity. although the first symp- 
toms did not appear until the follow- 
ing Saturday. 

Trainers, though reluctant to bite 
the feeding hand with direct criticism, 
were inclined to trace most of the 
fractures to track conditions. Lacking 
more precise diagnosis. they tended to 
agree that heavy equipment—5 Inter- 
national 660°s (Diesels), an Oliver 
tractor. 2 water trucks, the larger one 
weighing 14 tons when filled to its 
3.500-gallon capacity—was largely re- 
sponsible. Maintenance — engineers, 
however. insisted that large tires pre- 
vented damage to the bed and pointed 
out that the water truck remained far 
off the inner rail, spraying from a 
40-foot boom. 

A veterinarian last week gave Lou 
DeFichy the opinion that 99 per cent 
of breakdowns were caused by the 
tracks. “Two years ago.” said the vet- 
erinarian, “2 horses set track records 
at one of the major tracks in Florida 
on the same day. The promoter was 
enthusiastic. But the same day, 3 
horses had te be destroyed.” 

“All that equipment may lay down 
an even surface,” said a veteran train- 
er, “but it appears to me that the 
bed underneath is causing all the 
damage. It’s like a layer cake with no 


cake in between. Horses hit those 
holes... .” 

“Damn it.” said another horseman, 
why didn’t they leave Belmont

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alone? It had the best track in the 
world until they tried for uniformity at 
all 3 tracks.” 

New York Racing Association chairman 
John W. Hanes, now recovering from a 
heart attack, and track superintendent 
William Welch were concerned about the 
injuries, but they were also nettled by 
horsemen’s comments. Said Hanes: 

“When you run 220 days a year with 
2.200 horses. with the same horses 9 races 
a day. you've got to be faced with in- 
juries.” 

Welch said that the pebble problem 
at Aqueduct was being corrected and that 
the racing strips at Belmont and Saratoga 
were good. “We are not using heavier 
equipment than anywhere else, and the 
tires are bigger. It hasn't affected the 
racing surface.” 

“Could it be the breeding? Are Thor- 
oughbred horses more fragile?” This 
question was raised by a few who found 
no fault with the track. A part of the 
answer was obvious: horses had not be- 
come fragile as abruptly as the rate of 
injuries had gone up. 

J. Homer (Casey) Hayes, president of 
the Eastern division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 
wrote to Edward T. Dickinson, president 
of the New York Racing Association: 

Once again it is my duty to bring to your at- 
tention the following complaint of the members 
of the HBPA. 

The large number of horses that have sustained 
fractures and other leg injuries while training or 
racing on the NYRA tracks in recent months is 
alarming. It is the general opinion of the horse- 
men that one of the main sources of these injuries 
stems from the excessive weight of the equipment 
utilized in the upkeep of the track. 

As it has always been the policy of the NYRA 
to insure safest 
would like to make the following recommendation 
on behalf of the horsemen, that all heavy equip- 
ment be kept from the racing strips as much as 
possible, that the harrows be drawn by 
and that additional watering trucks be equipped 
with long extensions for sprinkling purposes.

develop arthritis from walking on cob- 
blestones. It then is logical that there 
must be some effect from the hardness 
of a racing strip upon the horse that is 
asked to run at top speed. The other 
extreme is a deep. cupping-out race track 
that is known to predispose to tendon 
and ligament injuries. In view of these 
extremes. is it possible that an ideal 
cushion can be maintained that will more 
closely meet the safety requirements of 
most horses? 

I recently noted in the Racing Form 
that a horse won a race going seven 
furlongs in fractions of :22. :44. 1:0875. 
and 1:2125. This horse raced for a claim- 
ing price of $7.000. He has an old frac- 
ture at the base of a sesamoid bone. 
I must agree with the chart men. the 
track was fast. At this same race track. 
another horse ran for $4,500 in fractions 
of :22. :4445, and 1:0915. Is it possible 
that the racing careers of the above-men- 
tioned horses could be shortened under 
these circumstances? 

5. Over-racing and/or Over-training of 
2-Year-Olds. Over-racing can apply to 
any age. of course, but it has been my 
observation that 2-year-olds are more vul- 
nerable to injury than older horses. I 
am not advocating that we stop 2-year-

old racing. and if I were an owner. it 
is unlikely that I would resist the temp- 
tation of. for instance, a $400,000 race 
at 7 furlongs. However. I have made 
some observations, particularly in numer- 
ous X-rays. In these radiographs I con- 
tinue to observe that there is immature. 
growing bone present up to 30 months 
of age. The epiphyseal line is most often 
noticed in the legs. from the knees down. 
though maturation is slower in some high- 
er areas. This is normal in all growing 
bone. The uncertainty in my mind is, 
how much trauma can immature bone 
endure without endangering the individ- 
ual’s future soundness? One might logic- 
elly assume that if the bone is growing 
and has not reached the state of ma- 


turity, neither have the soft tissue struc- 
tures. 


Fatigue and Strong Paint 


| At this point in his talk. Dr. Teigland 
exhibited several X-ray pictures illustrat- 
ing stages in bone maturation in_ the 
Thoroughbred. Two of the plates are 
reproduced on page 902. showing develop- 
ment at 7 months and at 16 months. 
Another X-ray showed an_ epiphyseal 
line in a horse at the age of 27 months; 
the immaturity of the bone was quite 
apparent in the radiograph. but the con- 
trast in the negative was not. strong 
enough to be reproduced clearly in an 
engraving. 

| While the X-rays and a few colored 
slides were being shown. the speaker 
drew attention to 2 factors which he 
thought. along with Raker. Jenny. and 
others. were probably among the causes 
of unsoundness. 

[1. Fatigue. When a horse tires while 
running, the joints. especially the knee 
and fetlock joints, may be submitted to 
overextension. When the fore leg becomes 
concave under strain and the pastern is 
nearly parallel to the ground, the bones 
at the forward edges of these hinge joints 
may press against one another, causing 
compression fractures at the edges. At 
the same time. of course. the tendons.

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ligaments, and sesamoid bones are under 
extreme stress. 

{2. Use of strong iodine paints on the 
joints of immature horses. Irregularities 
in the joints of young horses, especially 
the knee and fetlock, sometimes alarm 
horsemen to the extent that they apply 
blisters or counterirritants in an attempt 
to correct the condition. In most cases. 
they probably are doing far more harm 
than good. The epiphysis has its own 
blood supply, separate from that of the 
fully ossified shaft of the bone, and it is 
possible that strong external medication 
may result in permanent damage in the 
area where growth and calcification are 
still in progress. “Open” knees and “soft” 
ankles frequently appear as the result 
of normal bone growth, and the horse- 
man should be careful not to interfere 
with the growing process. Irritation of the 
surface might cause reversal of the nor- 
mal process of mineralization. | 


Treatment 


1. External Treatment. For years, 
routine external procedures have been 
used, ranging from application of lini- 
ments to firing and blistering. All of 
these treatments have their indications. 
and I’m sure they will always be used. 

2. Surgical Correction. The advance- 
ments of recent years have left us with 
surgical procedures and treatments which 


were regarded as impossible 10 years 
ago. It is possible we have only scratched 
the surface in this area of treatment. 

3. Internal Medication. Every year, 
new compounds are developed that en- 
hance our ability to correct unsoundness. 
The cortico-steroids have enabled us to 
reverse processes of inflammation to a 
degree beyond our expectation in many 
cases. We may expect further advances 
in this field of pharmacology. An anti- 
inflammatory compound has been devel- 
oped whose effectiveness is so dramatic 
that it has added a page of history in 
racing circles. This compound is known 
as Butazolidin. 

At the recent meeting of the NASRC 
in Toronto, a preliminary report evaluat- 
ing this compound was presented. This 
was a progress report that explained the 
findings in toxicology. While visiting the 
University of Pennsylvania this week, I 
discussed the merits of this compound 
with Dr. Jenny and Dr. Raker. They 
have found it to have dramatic anti-in- 
flammatory properties, and they use it 
routinely in post-surgical cases, as well 
as in some lameness problems presented 
to the clinic. We all agree the report 
presented in Toronto was an_ excellent 
study of the toxicology of this compound, 
but there is no evidence that it is toxic 
when used at therapeutic levels. 


4. Diathermy, ultrasonic. radia- 


tion therapy are also used in the treai- 
ment of inflammatory conditions. 

5. Rest. Many conditions contributing 
to unsoundness need complete rest to ei- 
fect a cure. Both trainers and veterinar- 
ians recognize many conditions that re- 
quire “tincture of time” to return the 
individual to a normal status. 


Major Uncertainties and 
Possible Approach 


1. Can we gather the pertinent in- 
formation and submit it to statistical 
analysis? If all injuries were tabulated, 
with reference to age. sire and dam, 
track conditions, history of training, and 
possibly some nutritional background, we 
would find a wealth of information which 
is not available now — and hence not be- 
ing used. This may sound complicated. 
Perhaps it is not feasible. I present it as 
a question. 

2. What basic studies in nutrition of 
the Thoroughbred have been done? Many 
universities would be eager to conduct 
such studies. An enormous amount of 
work has been done with swine, poultry, 
dogs, cattle, and sheep. Is the Thor- 
oughbred not worthy of such a study? 

3. How much do we really know about 
bone and bone disease? A simple study 
of the phases of bone development could 
reveal the answer to many of the prob-

In your talk to the Thoroughbred Club 
in Lexington 28 September 1961 you de- 
scribed the lack of information on epi- 
physeal closure times in horses. The fol- 
lowing is based on extensive studies un- 
dertaken on horses. asses, and mules of 
many different breeds (at least the horses 
were). My own limited observations at 
necropsy indicate these values are prob- 
ably as well applicable to Thoroughbreds 
as other equines. The material is taken 
from Lehrbuch der Entwicklungsgeschich- 
te der Haustiere by Zeitschmann, O. and 
Kroelling. O.. Paul Parey, Berlin, 1955. 

There is no question of the value of 
the radiographic studies you proposed. It

tibia down, could well be undertaken by 
clinicians as part of their daily work. 

The subject of lameness and normal 
bone, ligament, tendon development is my 
major work here at the University. Stud- 
ies are currently under way on the path- 
ology. anatomy and embryology of bone 
—both morphological and chemical—as 
well as on the engineering, stress-strain, 
qualities. of horse bone. 

The greatest need is material. I am 
constantly pleading for veterinarians to 
submit lame horses or. at least, Jame 
parts to me for study. I should be most 
happy to receive bones, joints, parts of 
limbs afflicted by any “unsoundness”— 
bowed tendons, splints. arthritis. spavin. 
osselets, epyphysitis, ringbone, et cetera. 
Simply wrap in formalin-soaked gauze, 
plastic and ship to me by fastest available 
route. You will receive a full report. Do 
help!

Seven is a number associ- 
ated with 2 famous cavalries: Gen. 
George A. Custer’s unit that was wiped 
out at the battle of the Little Big Horn 
in Montana on June 25, 1876, and the 
Seventh Spahis of North Africa and 
France. The story of Custer’s massacre 
has been told scores of times. but the 
tale of the Seventh Spahi Cavalry is 
scarcely known in the English-speaking 
world, although this famed Seventh. all 
but wiped out a number of times, is still 
going strong. 

The Barbary Coast of North Africa is 
famous, or perhaps “infamous” would be 
a better word. for Barbary pirates who 
once preyed upon merchant vessels and 
exacted high ransoms for those who fell 
into their hands. But this coast is also well 
known, particularly in equestrian circles. 
for a breed of horse called the Barbary. 
or “Barb.” In this case, no bitter memo- 
ties stain the history bocks. for the Barb 
is all virtue and no vice. 

Closely related to the Arabian horse. 
the Barb possesses all of the qualities 
that we generally associate with the Arab 
— and some others. too. This horse is 
known to have what some horsemen like 
to call “goat feet.” The Barb climbs the 
heights and foothills of the Atlas Moun- 
tains without fear or undue regard for 
the narrow ledges. dizzy altitudes. or 
stony surfaces. As a French Spahi officer 
said to this writer: “The Barb is first of

all an Arabian, but through some magic 
of a wise and sympathetic genie. the horse 
has embodied something of the goat. the 
mule, and the donkey in its complex 
make-up.” 

No piece on the Barb horse could be 
complete unless it included the men who 
have made the Barb known throughout 
the world. and those men. of course. are 
the Spahis (pronounced “Spahees’’). 
The Spahi and the Barb belong together. 
They are, you might say. like the embrace 
and the kiss. the one incomplete without 
the other. 

The Spahis and their mounts have been 
inseparable since the Seventh was created 
in 1915. It can be said without fear of 
contradiction that in the 46 years of the 
unit’s existence more men and horses of 
the Seventh have died from wounds or 
have been killed in action than have died 
upon beds of sheets or straw. 

Since its formation, the Seventh Spahis 
has consisted of loyal Algerian, Tunisian, 
and Moroccan mounted troops with tough, 
Arabian-Barb horses and both North Af- 
rican and French officers. 

During the first World War this dash- 
ing cavalry served France against the 
Kaiser’s army, and particularly to coun- 
teract the famed and dreaded German 
Uhlan cavalry with whom they came into 
violent and bloody contact upon a num- 
ber of occasions. The Uhlans were Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s proud horse troop. but this

unit. like most cavalry the world over. 
has long since gone into the discard of 
history’s pages. Under the often deco- 
rated Bournazel, France’s 7th Spahis cov- 
ered themselves with glory against the 
Uhlans and German infantry. but were 
so badly decimated that scarcely a hand- 
ful of the original Seventh remained when 
the armistice was signed. 

Reformed in North Africa. the Sev- 
enth, conjunction with the French 
Foreign Legion (they often have been 
used as the Legion’s cavalry) maintained 
a semblance of peace in the French North 
African colonies until 1925. when the reb- 
el Abd-El-Krim started his fanatical  re- 
ligious war against France. This long. 
drawn-out engagement raged throughout 
the Atlas Mountains, Moroceo. and Maur- 
etania of the West Sahara. and became 
one of the dirtiest wars in miniature that 
ever involved France, a no-quarter con- 
flict that the Legion and the Spahis final- 
ly brought under control only after the 
most severe fighting under adverse con- 
ditions and with heavy loss of men and 
horses. 

It was in this rebellion that the Spahis’ 
Arab-Barb horses showed to best  advan- 
tage. for they. like their riders. engaged 
the fanatical rebels in personal combat. 
Since ancient times Arab have 
been taught to defend their masters. 
Rearing up en their hind legs. the horse 
strikes out with its the 
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enemy, and when it can it bites viciously 
with its teeth. 


The Seventh’s Arabian-Barbs are more 
sure-footed than the pure Arabian stock. 
although not quite as fast. They carry 
weight well, and seem tu have something 
of what we call the “homing instinct.” 
They can find their way home alone after 
long and tedious journeys. 

In the Abd-El-Krim war. which extend- 
ed below Morocco and into the West Sa- 
hara desert. certain horses which lost 
their riders in action found their way 
beck to the Spahi breeding establishment 
in Algeria, over a thousand miles distant 
and through the hostile Atlas range. 

Barb horses, which are a blend of pure 
Arabian stock with a new almost extinct 
type of North African horses. were first 
introduced into Europe via Spain by the 
early Moorish invaders. Later. the early 
Spanish explorers and  conquistadores 
brought them to the new world. America. 
Francisco Pizarro used Barbs in his con- 
quest of the Inca Empire in South Amer- 
ica, Cortez used them in his conquest of 
Mexico. and Ponce de Leon had them 
with him on his search for the Fountain 
of Youth in the southern part of what is 
now the United States. Some of the horses 
lost their masters in action, and others 
were stolen by Indians along the precari- 
ous routes. Many of those taken by In- 
dians later escaped, joining with the 
wanderers and forming the nucleus of 
the western wild horse herds. The Mus- 
tang shows traces of this bloodline, al- 
though haphazard breeding in the wild 
state brought about a deterioration of 
the line. 

In North Africa, however, the breed 
has been carefully maintained with fre- 
quent additions of pure Arabian blood 
so that it is better today than ever. 

As a cavalry horse, the Barb is second 
to none. He will go further on less food 
and less water than any other ‘breed of 
horse excepting the pure Arabian, and he 
is completely reliable. 

After the Abd-El-Krim campaign, the 
Seventh Spahis saw action in Madagas- 
car, putting down another revolt. and 
when the Nazis invaded Belgium and 
France, the Spahis were quickly brought 
over from Algeria and thrown against the 
German Army in a hopeless but heroic 
gesture. Pitted’* against what was then 
the greatest war machine in the world. 
the Spahis had no chance. The Spahis and 
their Barbs fought heroically on unfamil- 
iar ground and against overwhelming 
odds, but the usefulness of cavalry in a 
major European war was no more. The 
Seventh was nearly annihilated in fight- 
ing their delaying action of desperate 
charges. but the remnants fled south 
when French surrender became immi- 
nent. finding their way back, by ship. to 
North Africa, where they harried Nazi 
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activities and reformed to 


gradually 
something approaching normal strength. 


Again in 1944 the Seventh was sent to 
France. but this time the Nazis were in 
retreat. The unit went into action in 
Provence. to the south of France, then 
moved on up to Alsace. agitating and 
harassing the Germans with sudden 
saber-wielding charges that must have 
bewildered the seasoned Nazi troops who 
never had expected to see cavalry in such 
a war. 

The Seventh’s last fighting in World 
War II was in the Black Forest of Ger- 
many. and the Seventh’s horses drank 
from the Danube before the German sur- 
render. 

The word “Spahi” has it origin in the 
Turkish cavalry, a largely irregular body 
of horse troops that were used in the 
suppression of the Janisaries in 1826. In 
India such horse troops were known as 
“Sepoys.” 

Why does France, alone among the 
great nations, still maintain cavalry? The 
answer to this lies in the French people 
who have always taken a great pride in 
their Spahis and insist upon retaining 
them for show as well as fighting. And 
with far-flung colonies to administer, 


cavalry action still is called for especially 
where modern warfare 
known. 

After the last World War, the Seventh 
Spahis were again in North Africa, put- 
ting down minor disturbances, and when

the big Communist push took place in 
French Indochina, the Seventh got a boat 
ride to the Far East. and the Barb horses 
had a taste of jungle fighting. They could 
canter over jungle trails too narrow to 
permit the passage of tanks and too ob. 
scured by tall trees and foliage to allow 
plane strafing. They could burst upon 
Communist-held villages and raise par- 
ticular hell. They were useful. courageous 
as always, yet in the final analysis. when 
the heavy fighting centered around doom. 
ed Dien-Bien-Phu, there was no possible 
place for cavalry and they had to be re- 
turned, with many an empty saddle. to 
their old stamping ground. Algeria. Head- 
quarters for the Seventh today are at 
Senlis, in France proper. 

A part of the Seventh is held in France. 
It makes good will tours throughout much 
of Europe — parades, exhibits, horse 
shows, and the like. Their striking ap- 
pearance always brings a crowd to its 
feet, and they serve France well in gain- 
ing friendships in many lands. But the 
major part of the Seventh still is fight- 
ing in Algeria, for France is at war. 

This correspondent has spent much 
time in North and West Africa, saw 
something of the action in Tunisia before 
the French government granted separa- 
tion there, and later, in Algeria. I have 
also visited the Seventh’s headquarters at 
Senlis in France, where I was entertained 
by the Seventh’s Chef d’Escadrons, Je- 
vardat de Fombelle, and his “right arm” 
the Algerian Moslem captain Yahia Bour- 
riche. 

Captain Bourriche told me, “Every 
horse of the Seventh is a stallion. Geld- 
ings, while useful as saddle, work. or 
even race horses. have no place in a fight- 
ing cavalry. They do not possess the 
sheer courage of the stallion. Mares. of 
course, should never be mixed with stal- 
lions when results other than breeding 
are wanted. Our business. after all. is 
that of fighting, and it is necessary that 
our horses, our stallions. have their minds 
on that business and not on mares.” 

Every year on Bastille Day, France has 
its finest military parade down the 
Champs Elysees, from the Arch of Tri- 
umph to the Place Concord. Hundreds of 
thousands of cheering spectators line the 
tree-shaded walks to view and_ cheer 
French military might. and the cheers 
rise to a crescendo when the Seventh Spa- 
his appear. Tightly bound turbans, flow- 
ing white cloaks over scarlet vests and 
full trousers; the Arab-Barbs prancing 
and dancing to the martial music or to 
their own resplendent mounted drum-and- 
bugle corps, with manes and tails braid- 
ed, hoofs polished, every coat gleaming. 
ears pricked and proud as Punch. 

I like the motto of the Seventh which 
is, “Par Dieu Nous Vaincrons,” and that 


translates to “By God We Will Win!”

Promising Royal 
Lodge Wiuner

Lonpon. The Royal Lodge Stakes, a 
mile test for 2-year-olds run at Ascot in 
September. has been one of the best 
guides to the classics in recent years. St. 
Paddy (Derby and St. Leger) won it 2 
years ago, and Cantelo (St. Leger) was 
successful in 1958. 

This year’s race run on September 22, 
may well have shown us the winner of 
the Two Thousand Guineas, for although 
Mr. J. J. Astor’s Escort only won by a 
length, the way he did it showed that he 
was just about the best of the potential 
classic colts seen out this season. 

The field for the Royal Lodge Stakes 
(£3.520) had 12 of the best-looking juve- 
niles | have seen for a long time. There 
was the Pinza colt Aznip, which had won 
in impressive style at the St. Leger mevi- 
ing. There was Valentine, an Alycidon 
colt from Geoffrey Brooke’s stable which 
had finished fourth in his only previous 
rece. Heron, by Pardal, had been an easy 
winner at Newbury on August 19, and 
Escort had won a handicap with top 
weight at Doncaster 2 weeks before the 
Ascot race. 

As the field turned into the 314-furlong 
straight, Valentine was in the lead, only 
to be headed by Aznip as they approached 
the final furlong. In the meantime, Joe 
Mercer, on Escort, had got himself boxed 
in on the rails, and there seemed no way 
cut of this position until, with 2 horses 
falling back on his left, he managed to 
get a clear run on the outside. 

There was then only half a furlong to 
go, but Escort accelerated like a top-class 
colt, strode past 4 opponents, and won 
with plenty in hand from the fast-finish- 
ing Heron, with Aznip close up third. If 
Mercer had been able to get a clear run 
from the turn, he would have won by half 
a dozen lengths.

Mr. Robin F. Scully. and Mrs. Helen 
Whittaker, who flew home to Virginia 
after seeing her 4-year-old Democratic 
filly Blue Over win at Brighton on Sep- 
tember 13.

Learning 


Mrs. Richard C. du Pont spent the afternoon of Tuesday. 
September 28, at a spot of bright green pastureland in south- 
eastern Pennsylvania, a few miles from Kennett Square. Along 
with about 200 others, she was engaging in activities whose 
connection with Kelso and the Woodward Stakes was strange- 
ly remote, and at the same time clear and immediate. 


The owner of the Bohemia Stable saw “snorter” dwarf 
cattle and learned of the economic damage wrought by the 
recessive hereditary characters which cause the condition. 
She heard lectures on ketosis and diabetes. She was instructed 
in the normal development of the fertilized ovum and in the 
uterine hazards leading to reproductive wastage. She heard 
Dr. Charles W. Raker and Dr. Jacques Jenny discuss develop- 
ments in equine surgery. 

Mrs. du Pont may have shuddered when Dr. Jenny took 
up the fore leg from an equine cadaver, exhibited in cross 
section the ends of the severed tendons, and noted the com- 
parative frailty of this remarkable biological apparatus. When 
a 1,000-pound horse ridden by a 110-pound man goes 3 fur- 
longs in 34 seconds, Dr. Jenny said, the bones and tendons 
have to withstand a thrust of about 1,875,000 foot-pounds of 
energy... 

At every stage in this peripatetic series of lectures and 
demonstrations, the audience was reminded by veterinarians 
and physicians that the School of Medicine and the School 
of Veterinary Medicine of the University of Pennsylvania 
worked together on many research projects and that findings 
in the veterinary field had implications in human medicine 
and vice versa. 

When the lectures, demonstrations, and speeches were 
finished, Mrs. du Pont thrust a small spade into the turf and 
turned up a few cubic inches of earth in token that ground 
was being broken for a $700.000 hospital and clinic for large 
animals, which is to become “the most advanced veterinary 
medical facility of its kind.” A short distance away, other 
ceremonial shovels were breaking ground for a $330,000 dormi- 
tory and conference center. Among the several others par- 
ticipating in the ground-breaking ceremony for the New Bolton 
Center was Lawrence Sheppard, owner of Hanover Shoe Farms 
at Hanover, Pa., the largest Standardbred breeding operation 
in the world. 

Funds for replacing makeshift facilities with modern 
buildings and equipment had been supplied entirely by indi- 
viduals, organizations, and corporations. Mrs. du Pont and 
Lawrence Sheppard were among the individuals who had 
made large contributions. They were among the many who 
recognized the fact that inadequate knowledge is costly to 
breeders and owners of race horses, and that research facilities,

however expensive they may be, will represent a sound invest. 
ment for the industry as a whole. Under the direction of Dr. 
Robert L. Ticehurst, president of the Veterinary Medical 
Alumni Society, graduates of the School of Veterinary Medicine 
had subscribed the funds for construction of the dormitory 
and conference center. 

There were many others. of course. who helped toward 
creating a better place for learning in Pennsylvania. We have 
mentioned the names of Mrs. Richard C. du Pont and Law. 
rence Sheppard only because they are horse breeders. and be- 
cause it is so important that their example be followed by 
others. There are many prominent owners and breeders of 
Thoroughbreds who have spent or accumulated millions in 
racing without ever stopping to take serious note of the 
benefits of knowledge or the costs of ignorance. 


At one point in the program at New Bolton Center last 
week the audience was told that the School of Veterinary 
Medicine of the University of Pennsylvania had under way 
51 research projects entailing a total expenditure of about 
$600,000. One of these projects. we remembered, was an_in- 
vestigation of the properties of the compound Butazolidin, 
sponsored by the Racing Chemistry Research Fund and being 
conducted under the direction of Dr. John E. Martin. 

Dr. Martin had presented a progress report at the annual 
meeting of the National Association of State Racing Commis. 
sioners at Toronto last June. The only information he presented 
at that time had to do with the toxicology of the drug; he had 
established, on a preliminary basis, at least, what dosages were 
necessary to kill a horse. There was nothing wrong with the 
report, except that the Racing Chemistry Research Fund di- 
rectors had it presented out of context, in an apparent at- 
tempt to provide commissioners with justification for main- 
taining that phenylbutazone was dangerous. deadly, and de- 
testable. 

This gross misuse and misrepresentation of honest aca- 
demic work must have left Dr. Martin and his scientific col- 
leagues in an uncomfortable situation. They may have resolved, 
as a result of this experience, to guard carefully against the 
possibility of such abuses in the future. 

We may suppose that the full report of the investigation 
of phenylbutazone will be presented to members of the NASRC 
at the first opportunity. If it isn’t, there will be so many eye- 
brows raised that even the Old Guard of the Absolutely No 
Drugs Division will begin to feel twinges of the conscience. 
No such miscarriage of justice is likely, however; the Racing 
Chemistry Research Fund cannot abort the fetus of research 
it has engendered without compromising the academic virtue 
of a great institution. 

Dr. Martin was not on the program at New Bolton Center 
last week, but we took the liberty of addressing an inquiry 
to Dr. Raker, professor and chief of surgery, and to Dr. Jenny 
professor of orthopedic surgery in the veterinary school. They 
were using Butazolidin as routine treatment for the reduction 
of inflammation and swelling in post-operative cases and in 
other clinical applications. Speaking as clinicians. they said 
the drug was highly effective and that it was non-toxic in nor- 
mal therapeutic dosages. 

We shall all look forward to hearing the remainder 01 
Dr. Martin’s report. J. A. Estes
